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P R E F A CE. 


S we believe no one ſingle Seſ- 
ſion of Parliament ever pro- 
duced ſo many, and ſo intereſting Acts 
as the laſt, a publication of them muſt 
be moſt acceptable to the Public; and 
when we point out to them, how near- 
ly they affect them, as individuals, they 
will be more anxious to peruſe them: 
we take leave therefore to obſerve, that 
they not only ſubject their properties 
to penalties, but alſo their liberties and 
lives to forfeiture, in many inſtances. 

Inaccuracy and inattention, ſo dero- 
gatory to the character of Legiſlation, 
often occurs. Stat. 8 Geo. I. is cited 
without title, or even ſo much as a 
reference to the Chapter; Stat. 
17 Geo. III. is cited in 19 Geo. III. 
Chap. 59. as before recited, though 
never beforementioned. 

We cannot but be of opinion, that 
Chap. 59. impoſing a tax on Hired 
menial Servants, and Chap. 7 g. for Im- 
s LT preſſing 
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preſſing men though not * brought up 


to the ſea-ſervice, ſeem-..to..us.cather 
contradictory legiſlative injunctions. 
The Legiſlature ſeems, of late years, 
to bear yery hard on the Profeſſion of 
the Law; for in Stat. 19 Geo. III. 
Chap. 66. Sect. 12. they are pleaſed 
to inſinuate a very undeſerved imputa- 
tion on them, in obſerving, that 
<« ſeveral perſons inſert in one ſkin of 
parchment, the contents of a greater 
e quantity of ſheets, than of Chancery 
or Common-Law ſheets ; and charge 
c their Clients double or zreble - the 
© ſum for drawing or engroſſing ſuch 
«© ſkins; calling the ſame double and 
e treble ſkins, and pretending that 
they inſert twice or three times as 
*© much in quantity, as they are obliged 
to do; and that, upon taxation, they 
© would be allowed as much as they 
© have charged, reckoniug the ſame 
by the number of ſheets; by which 
«© means the Client, inſtead of judging 
of ſuch charge by the numbers of 
ſheets, 7s liable to be impoſed upon; 
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A great Marine Officer is ſaid to have cautioned his 
domeſtics, by declaring to them, that it was not in his 


power to protect them, in caſe they happened to be im- 
preſſed, |

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te and the revenue of ſtamps materially 
ce injured and diminiſhed.” Sure it is 
the duty of the Profeſſion to fave their 
Clients all poſſible expence they legal- 
ly can; and the Legiſlature can never 
be juſtified in conſidering this benefit 
to dir Clientsas an impoſition on them. 
The practice, no doubt, diminiſhes the 
revenue, and ſo would! engroſſing on 
the reverſe of ſkins, which till this 
Act paſſed, might have been legally 
done.

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but whether the Profeſſion will now 
venture to continue this practice, ſub- 
jecting themſelves thereby to tranſpor- 
tation and attainder, without a ſaving 
clauſe, ſeems worthy their preſent con- 
ſideration. 

Chap. 69. ſeems to elaim the parti- 
cular attention of all importers, dealers 
in and ſellers of tea, coffee, chocolate, 
ſpirits, foreign ſpirituous liquors, and 
ſtrong waters, as alſo the importers, 
ſellers of, and dealers in foreign lace; 
druggiſts, grocers, chandlers, coffee 
and chocolate houſe-keepers, tavern 
and wine-vault keepers, and victuallers. 

The Legiſlature * hath at laſt con- 
' fidered a debt amounting to leſs than 
ten pounds, as too frivolous a cauſe of 
action for depriving an Engliſhman of 
his liberty, and that permitting an 
arreſt for ſo ſmall a ſum of money is 
vexatious; and to the honour of the 
Nobility of this Country, to the ho- 
nour of the liberality of ſentiment in 
the Vouth of the legiſlative part there- 
of, this humane, this benevolent lau- 
was penned, introduced to, and paſſed 
by the Legiſlature, at the inſtance of

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that pattern of true Nobility, that il- 
luſtrious Senator, Lord Beauch 

the honourable (in the true ſenſe of the 
word) heir apparent of Francis Conway 
Seymour, Earl of Hertford, Lord 
Chamberlain of his Majeſty's Houſe- 
hold. 

We truſt this e young 
Nobleman will, from his generous 
declaration at the cloſe of the laſt Seſſion 
of Parliament, promote the total aboli- 
tion of perſonal arreſt in civil cauſes, 
and in lieu thereof forward a law to 
render the eſtate and effects of the 
debtor liable to his juſt debts, till he 
ſhall have fully paid or ſatisfied every 
creditor twenty ſhillings in the pound. 

The celebrated Lord Chancellor 
Talbot often declared, that a year's 
impriſonment was x ſatisfaction for a 
debt of a thouſand pounds; if ſo, how 
rigorous was the long impriſonment of 
ſmall debtors, upon this calculation? 

Though che decency of the * Le- 
_ giſlature, in directing Females to be 
vhipped in preſence of Females only, is 
truly commendable; yet we cannot 
but lament, that that ſpecies of puniſh-

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ment is not totally aboliſhed, the ſame 
being an indelible diſgrace to the Law : 
for, asa celebrated Female Hiſtorian hath 
well obſerved, whipping is a puniſh- 
ment incongruous to the nature of 
Engliſhmen, and, we may add, moſt 
unſeemly to be inflicted on the Female 
part of the nation. 
Again, the Legiſlature's reaſons far 
erecting Penitentiary Houſes for tranſ- 
portable Convicts, breathe too much 
the air of philanthropy and benevo- 
lence towards the young, the thought- 
lefs, and the unfortunate, to be paſſed 
unnoticed. The reafons alluded 5 are: 
« If many offenders convicted of 
& crimes, for which tranſportation 
e hath been uſually inflicted, were 
« ordered to ſolitary impriſonment, ac- 
te companicd by well- regulated labour, 
© and religious inſtruction, it might be 
* the means, under Providence, not 
c only of deterring others from the com- 
tc miſſion of the like crimes, but alſo 
** of reforming the individuals, and 
ec inuring them to habits of induſtry.” 
The Legiſlature s reaſon for aboliſh- 
ing the puniſhment of Burning in 
the Hand, does great honour to their 
hearts 
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hearts as well as their heads, „ becauſe 
ce it is often diſregarded and ineffectual, 
c and ſometimes may be a laſting mark 
ce of diſgrace and infamy on offenders, 
« who might otherwiſe become good 
e ſubjects, and profitable members of 
the * Community.” 

I think ſome of the Proviſions con- 
_— Cleanlineſs and Health, in Stat. 
4 Geo. III. Chap. 59. might have 
Cowl profitably, and to the purpoſe 
of the Legiſlature, inſerted. in this 
Penitentiary Houſe Act. 

I cannot omit noticing ſome other 
wholeſome Laws paſſed ſince the preſent 
Acceſſion; ſuch as rendering the Judges 

independent + of the Crown; the 
aboliſhing the ancient puniſhment of 
Peine t forte and dure; and for repeal- 
ing Stat. 31 Eliz. Chap. 7. in regard 
to & cottages; with ſome others not 
in our preſent immediate recollection.

ling poſt, ſhall pay annually five ſhillings for 
a licence; that for every horſe hired by the 
mile or ſtage to be uſed in travelling poſt, 
there be charged a duty of one penny for every 
mile ſuch horſe ſhall be hired to travel poſt ;

and alſo examine conduct and management of 
houſe, and behaviour of the Officers and offenders; 
and Committee are to confer rewards and encourage- 
ments on the moſt diligent and meritorious offenders, 
by giving them a ſmall part of the profits of their 
earnings, to be applied for their uſe and benefit, or 
families, or by permitting them to work, during the 
intervals of ſtated labour, for the like uſe and benefit. 
Sect. 45. 

Governor ſhall have power to hear all complaints 
touching diſobedience of orders ; affaults when no 
dangerous wound or bruiſe is given; profane curſing 
and ſwearing, or indecent behaviour; abſence from 
chapel, or irreverent behaviour there; idleneſs or 
negligence in work, or wilful miſmanagement ef it; 
and Governor may examine any perſonas touching 
ſuch offences, determine and puniſh, either by mo- 
derate whipping, or ordering offenders to cloſe con- 
finement in dungeons, and by keeping them upon 
bread and water only for three days. Sect. 46. 

Offender guilty of offence which Governor is not 


authoriſed to puniſh, or for which puniſhment Go- ' 


vernor is authoriſed to inflict ſhall by him be deemed 
not ſufficient, by reaſon of enormity of offence, or

Whenever two of Committee are directed to 
make enquiry, or receive proof upon oath, one 
of them is authoriſed to adminiſter oath; and any 
two of them may ſummon witneſſes; and if any 
perſon ſhall not appear, or refuſe to be ſworn, or 
to give evidence, he ſhall forfeit twenty ſhillings, 
or ten pounds, at the diſcretion of Committee. 


Sect. 48. 


If Committee ſhall obſerve, or be informed of 


extraordinary diligence or merit in offenders, they 


ſhall report the ſame to the Juſtices of Oyer and 


Terminer, and Goal Delivery, or Great Seſſions; 


and if offenders ſhall be committed for a certain 
term of months or years, Juſtices may ſhorten his 


confinement, on condition that he, being a male, 


ſhall engage himſelf to ſerve by ſea or land, or 
without condition, as to them ſhall ſeem meet; 
and if offender ſhall be committed for life, in 
puriuance of a conditional pardon, Juſtices may 
report him or her as an object of mercy. Sea. 49. 
After delivery of male offender into cuſtody of 
Superintendant, he ſhall be confined in ſome ſecure 
place, and ſhall be waſhed and cleaned, and his 
clothes burnr, and others provided for him; and 
þe thall remain there for four days at lcaft, * 
de 
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hall be immediately ſent to Hoſpital or Infirmary, 
till Surgeon or Apothecary ſhall think it ſafe to 
remove him on board veſſels appointed for con- 
finement of offenders in general, and lodge him 
among the healthy convicts. Sect. 50. 

There ſhall be provided for the reception of 
ſuch offenders in cuſtody of Superintendant, as 
ſhall happen to be ſick, or diſabled by wound or 
accident, a ſecure veſſel, to ſerve as an Hoſpital 
or Infirmary, with proper Aſſiſtants for their 
ſpeedy recovery, but the whole to be under Super- 
intendant, who ſhall be liable to anſwer for the 
eſcape of offender; and there ſhall alſo be pro- 


vided, by Superintendant, a large piece of ground, 


ſecurely fenced and incloſed, for a garden and 


airing-ground, in which ſhall be raiſed proper 
vegetables for the uſe of offenders under cuſtody. of 
Superintendant, who ſhall be at liberty to employ 
invalid offenders, recommended by Surgeon or 
| Apothecary, and for whoſe eſcape he ſhall be 
liable to anſwer, in the culture and management 
of ſuch garden. Sect. 51. 

Subject to theſe exceptions and proviſions, Super- 
intendant ſhall keep him to hard labour, either in 
raiſing ſand, foil, or gravel, or in any other la- 
borious ſervice, for the benefit of the navigation 
of the Thames, or of ſuch other navigable rivers, 

rts, harbours, or havens, or in any other pub- 
lick works upon the banks or ſhores of the ſame 
but when the ſaid laborious ſervice ſhall be for 


the navigation of the Thames, then at ſuch places 
only, and ſubject to Maſter, Wardens, and Aſſiſt- 


ants of the Trinity-Houſe. Sect. 52. 

Offenders ſhall in no caſe be employed in deli- 
vering tonnage or ballaſt to Maſters and Com- 
manders of ſhips, but only in digging, raiſing, and

mitted to have other food, drink, or clothing; 
and it any perſon ſhall ſupply offender with any 
other than ſo directed, or with money, he ſhall 


forfeit not exceeding ten pounds, nor under forty 
ſhillings.

If ſuch offender ſhall refuſe to labour, or ſhall 


be guilty of any miſbehaviour or diſorderly con- 
duct, Superintendant may order whipping, or 
other moderate puniſhment, as may be inflicted 
by law on perſons committed to a Houſe of Cor- 
rection for hard labour. Sect. 55. 

Every ſuch offender ſhall at end of his ſervice, 
and upon being reſtored to his hberty, receive 
from the Superintendant fuch money, not lefs 
than twenty ſhillings, nor more than three pounds, 
in caſe he hath been confined one year, and ſo in 
Proportion for ſhorter term, together with ſuch 
decent clothing as the Court ſhall appoint: and 
if offender ſhall, by his induſtry and other good 
behaviour, ſhew ſigns of reformation- to induce 
Court to recommend him as an object of mercy, 
and fame ſhall be ſignified, by letter from Secre- 
tary of State, to Superintendant, that duration 
of offender's term be ſhortened ; he ſhall be ſet at 
libercy, and together with neceſſary clothing, re- 
ceive money from Superintendant, in proportion 
to time of his confinement; and offender ſo diſ- 
miſſed at end of his term, who ſhall procure repu- 
table Mafter of a ſhip, tradeſman, or ſubſtantial 
koule-keeper, to take him into ſervice or employ 
for one year, fame to be approved by Superin- 
tendant, ſhall be entitled, at the end of year, to

tendant, and brought to account, Sect. 38. 
Chaplains ſhall read morning and evening prayer, 
and preach a ſermon after each, in place of con- 
finement, every Chriſtmas-day, Good Friday, and 
Sunday thoughout the year. Sect. 59. 
_ Superintendant ſhall, in treatinent and employ- 
ment of offenders, obſerve directions given for 
regulating the conduct of Governors, ſo far as 
the ſervice will permit. Sect. 60. 
Governors and Superintendants ſhall keep a 
book, and from thence make returns, ſpecifying 
the names of perſons committed, offences they 
have been guilty of, Court before which con- 
victed, ſentence of Court, age, bodily eſtate, and 
behaviour of convict while in cuſtody, and names 
of perſons who died under cuſtody, or ſhall have 
eſcaped or diſcharged; which returns ſhall be 
made, the firſt day of every Term, to Court of 
King's Bench, and be verified on oath.

Offender eſcaping, breaking priſon, or being 
reſcued, may be tried before the Juſtices of Oyer 
and Terminer, or Gaol Delivery, or at Grea 
Seſſions for County where he or ſhe ſhall be retaken 
and in caſe of any ſuch proſecution, copy, properly 
atteſted, of certificate to Sheriff or Gaoler by Clerk
